Washington, February 12— Presi- 
dent Wilson will begin a series of 
conferences tomorrow with CoiigrcBB 
l( iiders-hoili Republicans and Demo- 
crats—on all phases ot war legisla- 
tion. 

For the flrst time members ot both 
parltes are to be taken Into the White 
House councils In the consideration of 
war legislation, and in this way the 
udniililstration expects to sinootli out 
some of the dilliculties which confront 
the war program. 

The pending bill to empower tbe 
President to consolidate execution de- 
partment functions and redistribute 
work among them, now openly op- 
liosed by the Itepublloans, will be one 
of the first siilijicts to some up. Some 
of tile DeniiicratH do not favor It, and 
the Republicans openly denounce it as 
conferring too groat authority. The 
bill, however. Is the administration's 
counter-proposal to the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee hills to creati^ a super- 
war cabinet and a director of inuiii- 
tlons. 

The President is represented as be- 
ing unalterably opposed to the com- 
mittee plan and many members of 
Congress are lust as opposed to the 

I'residenfs jilan. 

'i'iii' purpose of the conferences is 
111 arrivi' at some eoinproniise on tliis 
subject lirsi, hut there is every indi- 
cation tliat they, will be carried on 
tliroughout the war. 

The President's move is regarded 
as the first step toward taking mem- 
liers of both parties more Into his 
(•iiilldence ami toward calling the 
itepulilicaiis actively into the war 
councils.

And that in spile of the fact that the greater part 
of tho TInited Stales today is sutTerinf; from the very excess of Na- 
ture's own ice, ready for the harvest, and demanding only cutting 
and storing. 

The trouble is that in recent years most Anu'rican oommnnitics 
have come to depend on artiticial ice. They have let the old, natural- 
ice store houses fall to niiu and have built hardly any new ones. Be- 
cause sloraRi/ facilities ;ire lackiiifr for the present Iiumper cfop, 
nearly all of il will go to waste. And it is uncertain whether the 
artificial ice can be produced in proper quantities next summer, be- 
cause ammonia used in manufacturing it is so much needed in muni- 
tion work. 

Surely a great deal might be done to prevent this lamentable 

waste. Buildings meant for other pnrpo.sos niiKht be turned into ice- 
houses. Wliere it could be done in time, it might pay to build 
new storage houses, in view of the double purpose of conserving iee 
and ammonia both. There ourIiI to he a special .satisfaction in s.ivintr 
the ice, becaH.sc thus we beat Nature at her own game, ami turn 
a onrw' into a blening.

The destruction of the Turkifield German cruisers Breslau iind 
Ooeben was another proof of British persistency. Tlie British navy 
had been "laying for" those warships ever since they ran to cover in 
the Dardanelles in the snunner of 1914, and Were used by the <!er- 
mans to precijiitate Turkey into the war on their sidi'.

Serbia would have been save«l, Austriu-Iiungary woubl have collaps 
ed UMler pressnre from' the past and sonth. Germany would have 
been left isolated in the second year of the war. and the Allies 
would have won quickly and easily.

For extra strength around the 
neck, a row of single crochet is made 
in liuttonMioled edge. 

The ambulance camp consists of a 
eirciilar loji wiili a slrai4lit strip lit- 
leil ardiiiid and joined lieliiiiil. after 
llie fasliioii of the silk skull caps 
Bonictimes worn by bald-headed men. 
to which is attached a circular cape. 
Scams are joined In the manner of 
the sweater and the cdses button- 
holed. Strings of tape to inatcli are 
securely attached to the cane, so tliat 
Hie cap may he tied under the chin.

EX.PBSSIDENT TAFT ON TBE 
GBEAT WAR 

In a forceful dcnuiiciuiiou of Oer 
man milltarlBm and an eloquent plea 
to flght on until a world-peace Is made 
certain and laattng, former President 
William H. Taft appeared Wednesday 
In the Y. M. f . A. auditorium at Camp 
Tiivlor before thdiiHiinds of enlisted 
men and llielr oiriccrB. The Hpeaker 
painted a complete picture of the hiw- 
toric and diplomatic background of 
the war, and warned his audience 
-fegalnat "speetous proposals for peace" 
that were likely to be most "allur- 
InR to the faint-hearted." 

Mr. Taft Ix'^aii liis tour of the Cen- 
tral Military Department cantonments 
at Camp Funston under the auspices 
of the Army Y. M. C A. haWng volun- 
teered a month of his time to aid the 
Y. M. C. A. eombtned educational and 
eiitertiilnment proK'rani In the big 
aiiny ciinips. Otlier addresses will be 
made hy him in V M <". A. auditor- 
iums and huts at Camps Sherman and 
Custer and at Great Lakes Naval 
Traialng Station, near Chicago. 

gptaking OB the anbjeeta of "The 
Great War," Mr. Taft said, In part: 

"The war has not been won. Ger- 
many la In possession of Belgium and 
part of the Nortliern France. She 
holds Servia and Iloumania, Poland 
and the Baltic Provinces of^ Russia. 
PeMO now, eren though It belnade on 
the basis of the reettfntloB ot the 
itataa quo 'without indemnities and 
without annexations', would be a fail- 
ure to achieve the ureat purpose for 
whleh the Allii a have made heartren- 
ding sacrifice. Armaments would 
eoattauo lor the aext war, and this 
war wouM hate been lougbt ia rain. 

"Ite who p ropoee a peaee mw, there- 
tore, eflher does not see tho eWH tor 
which the Allies are fighting, or 
wleheK tlic Gprrnan military autocracy 
•till to control the destinies of all of 
w as to peace or war.

"The Allies are (Ighting for a prln- 
' ciple the mainti iiaiici' of which affects 
'tlie future of civilization. If tliey do 
uoi acliieve it, they have sacrificed 
the flower ot their youth and mort- 
gaged their future for a century. The 
Allies cannot concede peace until they 
conquer It. When they do so, ft will 
he permanent. Otherwise they fail. 

"Germany alone Is responsible for 
the incalculable destruction of this 
war. She led on In the armament ot 
the world that she might rule It.

Her system was fol- 
lowed. thouKli not as effectively, hy 
other countries In pure defense ot 
their peace and safety. 

"Intrigue, dishonor, cruelty, have 
characterised the entire military pol 
icy of (iermany.

The murderous submarine has 
sunk without warning the non-com- 
i>atant'eommercial Tesseli of the ene- 
my and sent their offleertb their crews, 
and their passengers, men, women 
and children to the bottom without 
warning. 

"Having violated the neutrality of 
Belgium, having broken its sacred ob- 
ligations to that country arid her peo- 

j)le, It Is now enslavlni; them by tak- 
ing them from TIelKium and onforcinE 
their labor in (ierinaiiy Tliis la con- 
trary to every rule of international 
law, and Is In defiance of the plainest 
principles of Justice and honor. 

"President Wilson says the Allies 
are flghllnK to make the world safe 
for democracy. Some misconception 
has been created on this head. The 
Allies are not struggling to force a 
nartlcnlar form' of govonuaent oa 
Ooraaajr. If ike Oormoa people eoa- 
tinoe to wish sn Ihnporor, it Is not the 

puriKise of the Allies to re(|nire them 
to have a republic Their purpose is 
to end the military i^ollcy and for- 
eign policy of Oemany that looks to 
the malntenaaee of a nrilHary aad 
naval .maehtne, with tts hair-trigger 
prapaiatiM for ase agataat her neigh- 
bors. If this continues. It will entail 
on erery democratic Rovemment the 
duty of maintalnlnK a similar arma- 
ment in Belf-defensp, or, what is more 
likely, the duty will Im wholly or par- 
tially aegleeted.

"But now we are at a danger point. 
England and France and Itusslun 
since 1!)14 have been fighting the bat- 
tle ot the world and fighting for us of 
America. The three years or mo^e of 
war have drained their vitality, 
strained their credit, exhausted their 
credit, exhausted their man-power, 
subjected many of their non-combat- 
ants to suffering and destruction, ami 
they have the war weariness which 
dulls the earlier eager enthusiasm for 
the principles at stake. Now specious 
proposals for peace are likely to be 
most nlluriiiK to the faint-hearted, and 
most powerful In the hands of trait- 
ors. 

"When the war Is won, tho United 
States will wish to be heard as to 
peace terms. The United States will 
insist on a just pence, not one of ma- 
terial eoniiuest. It is a nuiral victory 
the world should win. 1 think I do 
not mistake the current of public sen- 
timent throughout our entire country 
in sayiny that our people will favor 
an international agreement by which 
the peace brought about through such 
and sufferiui; anil (leslruellim 
ami enormous sacrifice shall be pre- 
served by the Joint power of the 
world. 

"Meantime, let us hope and pray 
that all the Allies will reject propo- 
sals for settlement and compromise of 

every nature: that they will adhe>6 
rinidiy and religiously to tlie princi- 
ple that until a victorious result 
rIvos security that the world shall 
not again h\ drenched in blocd 
through the Insanely selfish policy of 
a military caste ruling a deluded peo- 
l>le Intoxicated with material success 
and power, there will he no pence."

Washington, February 12— Actual 
peace negotlatlona ot a new type and 
on a far greater toale than hereto- 
fore known are teen by old school di- 
plomats in the recent series ot ad- 
dreMHCH Ijv i<|j(iii('sinrii of the Warring 
iMitlons, outlining terms. 

AlthouKli I'reHidont Wilson's latest 
address to Congress is regarded as a 
clear reiteration of Amerloa's deter- 
mination to continue to flgbt until the 
military masters of Germany are 
ready to consider peace oU the princi- 
ples of Justice, It was pointed out ne- 
»;oilaiionH on a vast scale really are 
Koing on. 

These "extra-ofllclal negotiations," 
as they are called by diplomats, de- 
part radically from the ancient and 
accepted practices of diplomacy, in- 
stead of being conducted In the se- 
crecy of round table conference, which 
was the aim of the central powers In 
the early stages of the war, the Kreat 
issues are now being expounded and 
oritloally analysed In the light of pub- 
licity and the world's forum. 

The President addressed Congress 
to clear up any confusion resulting 
from the recent speeches on peace 
terms by Count von Hertling, the Ger- 
man Chancellor and Count Czernln, 
the Austrian Premier. 

In the address of Count von Hert- 
iing the President found no approach 
to peace, but only a proposal to end 
the war on German terms. The Aus- 
trian rremier, however, tlie rresidcnf 
said, seemed to see the fundamental 
el(Mnents of peace witli clear vision, 
and probably would have gone farther 
had it not been tor Austria's depend- 
ence upon Germany.
